Shortly before 6 p.m. he came up on the luck- 
less Ural (ex Kaiserin Maria-‘l'eresa of the 
N.D.L.): “the squadron fired once into her and 
sank her.” At 6 p.m. he was once more in 
touch with six Russian ironclads steaming N. W. 
and keeping up with them he hammered them 
till nightfall. The Alexander III. and Borodino 
left the line and sank, apparently from gunfire, 
for Togo does not mention the use of torpe- 
does, though the Borodino may have been 
struck while sinking, as survivors asserted. 
Meantime the protected cru:sers had fought. 
Dewaand Uriu, shortly after 2 p.m., raked 
the rear.of Enqaist’s cruiser division and 
coming,up on his starboard (B.) side fought 
him on a parallel course or, using their speed, 
smashed the head of his colamn. ‘The 8.8. 
ships in the rear fell into disorder though 
they do not seem to have been the abject of 
any special attack, and attempts made by the 
Agrora and by three destroyers to close 
were repulsed. After 4 p.m. two special-ser- 
vice vessels, the Irtish and Anastasni, were 
sunk and the divisions of Kataoka and 
Togo. Masamichi, inclading the Chinyen and 
the older cruisers, came into action. ‘At this 
point four Russian ironclads came back from 
the N. E, and in the struggle that followed 
Dewa’s flagship, the Kasagi, was disabled 
and Dewa transferred his flag to the Chitose, | 
with which he convoyed her to Aburaya Bay” 
handing over his two other craisers to Uriu: 
Urin’s flagship, the Naniwa, was next disabled 
by a shell under the waterline and had to 
leave the fight’ at 5.10 p.m. for some hoars. 
Bat at 5.30 p.m. Kamimara arrived and reliev- 
ed: the pressure and ‘the Ruasians fled 
north. Togo, Masamichi, and Kotaoka deé- 
troyed the Kamtohatka and after 7 p.m. engaged 
the helpless Suvaroti. With che gun left 
serviceable she fought the Fujimoto torpedo 
section, which fell on her covered by the 
cruisers, bat two hita sent her to the bottom. 
Shortly afterwards Togo’s orders arrived to 
rendez-vous at Urleung Island, The Japanese 
ran N, E. and Bnoquist, to judge from the 
Rassian account of the battle, ran south-weat 
with three cruisers, and did not stop till 
he reached Manila, Hereis the situation at 
nightfall on the 27th May. ‘Two Russian 
battleship divisions are moving N., one iso- 
lated and watched by the destroyer flotillas 
attached to Togo's force, one accompanied by 
sundry 8.8, ships and cruisers some distance 
tothe south and in great disorder, which 
steadily increases. The Japanese battle squa- 
dron is between the Russians and Vladivostok, 
and-making for Urleang. Kamimura is on his 
way to join it, Togo Masamichi, Uriu with two 
of Dawa’s ships and apparently Kotaoka are 
moving N. parallel with the Russian rear, 
and the torpedo flotillas are closing in on the 
enemy. All is prepared for the final and utter 
destruction of the remnants of a great fleet, for 
the driving home of the lesson that in war, if 
machines count for much, men connt for more,

The castaway remnants of 
axpeusive cigars or cheap cigarettes he scrapes 
together in’ the streets bring little grist to 
his mill. Yet all the year round he con- 
trives to earn his daily bread, if not his 
cheese, and only in very hard times is he 
driven to pass the night beneath the arches 
of the city bridges. The microbist of the 
peried, the scientist, with members ot hygienic 
sovietiey now and again in their comfortable 
homes or well-appointed committee rooms, 


-expatiate on the expendiency of suppressing 


the mégottier’s industry, which spells danger 
for the pablic health, for who knows what 


’ germ of disease may not lark in the neatly- 


rolled second-hand cigarette clandestinely sold, | 
the State tobacco monopoly notwithstanding ?¥ 
As a matter of fact, however, the “mégottier” | 
still, plods along on his weary rounds, a} 
dilapidated human ruin, on whom privation 
and misery have set their stamp. 

Purchasers of tobacco at second hand, be 
it noted, in no way ignore the origin thereof. 
Between the seller and the buyer there is 
neither dissimulation nor fraud. Only in the 
vicinity of the Place Maubert, on the left bank 
on the Seine, far away from fashionable Paris, 
can the “mégottier” dispose of his wares. 
Persons in whose slender budgets every penny 
counts are apt not to be over squeamish. 
‘Their name in large cities is legion, and it is 
among them the collector of castaways finds 
‘is market. Years ago the recognised head of 


{ econd-hand tobacco dealers was a certain 


Pere Antoine, a brave old soldier decorated 
with the military medal, who in his declining 
years took to the mégottier’s calling to keep 
the wolf from ‘the door. Pare Antoine, in due 
course, wentover to the great majority, and 
since his removal no one has succeeded him 
as commander-in-chief of the threadbare clan. 
The ‘“mégottier” is as familiar to Parisians 
as Napoleon's statue on the Place Venddme. 
With a touch of bis shapeless cap to that 
imposing gentleman the café overseer, the 
collector of castaways thrusts his pronged 
etick beneath the terrace tables, dexterously 
impaling as many stumps or ends as possible, 
the booty thus obtained being forthwith trans- 
ferred toa capacious pouch slang across his 
shoulder. A rich harvest is reaped by a patient 
exploring tour-along the boulevards, but a 
good deal is also done at the doors of theatres 
orclubs. The most prosperous season for the 
eafé business is the summer, when terraces 
remain crowded far into the night, and cigar 
and cigarette remnants are not so liable to be 
spoiled by rain or mad, as in the winter. That 
season brings a hard and unremunerative 
time for the poor fellows following the calling, 
and according to capitalists engaged in the 
trade; the now general adoption of the 
cigarette in preferenca to the cigar by French 
smokers of the period is also detrimental to 
their interests. The cigar-stump trade natarally 
yields the greater profit, since it supplies the 


, sole material for the rough-cut, which is most 
\in request. 


The manipulation requisite to transform 
what may be called the raw material into a 
marketable product. varies according to the 
season of the year. In winter when a man 
has collected a sufficient quantity of cast- 
ways, he goes home and puts them to dry 
m the floor of his wretched garret. The 
drying process terminated, the ends of the 
stumps are carefully removed. The remainder 
after proper cleansing is cat up ona board 
into thin shreds to be subsequently drawn 
ont and rubbed between the hands. By this 
simple process it assumes the normal 
of lowest smokeable tobacco. Thia is the 
rough-ent or the “gross,” the sort’ most in 
demand. The fine-cutor “fin,” dérived from 
cigarette ends, is merely cleansed. In bright 
summer weather these little operations are 
carried ont in the open air on the river quays, 
on the fortifications, or elsewhere, ing 
to circumstances. With newspapers spread 
out, purveyors of needy smokers prepare 
their wares, allowing nothing of what the 
street has yielded to be lost. Even the 
wetted ends that were put aside are boiled 
down with soda. The liquid thus obtained 
is sold to horticulturists as an insect des- 
troyer, very potent in ita effect with a 
certain class of plants. 

The Place Maubert, on the left bank of the 
Seine, is a locality completely devoid of gen- 


__ tility, bat precisely for this reason it consti- 


tntes an excellent retail market for the 
“mégottiers.” The men take op their stand 
on the kerbstone of the pavement a faw yards 
from the statne of Etienne Dolet. ‘They thus 
face three or four thoroughfares converging 
there from the Seine, which constitute the 
route followed morning and evening by a 
maltitade of city toilers. The salesmen are 
not sociable. ey rarely converse among 
themselves, standing apart, biding their time 
and awaiting customers, The latter have 
their preferences. While one vendor. will 
speedily get rid of all the packets of tobacco 
his wallet contains, another, whose nes 
perhaps, is less cleanly, will have to leave 
the place with very few coppers in his pocket. 
Very little bargaining goes on at the Place 
Maubert. Second-hand tobacco is sold at a 
fixed price—about a qnarter or third of what 


it would cost if pu in the lar wa: 
at the tobacconist’s. — 7

NO POLICE & LITTLE CRIME. 


WHY NOT TRY WHI-HAI-WEI AS A 
HEALTH RESORT ? 


Mr. J. H, Stewart Lockhart, the Commis- 
sioner, in his annual report on Wei-hai- Wei, 
says :—‘'In certain quarters there has been a 
tendency to. scoff at Wei-hai-Wei as a place 
that might be dropped ont of the list of British 
possessions without being much missed. Such 
criticism seems to forget the progress already 
made under circumstances not altogether 
favorable; to ignore the fact that the harbour, 
which is the best north of Hong Kong, is of 
great use to our fleet ; and to be unmindful of 
the value of the climate toa European Power 
with vast interests in the Far Bast.” 

Under the heading of “Medical and Sani- 
tary,” Mr. Lockhart'says:—'The climate, with 
its delightful sunshine, prevalent throughout 
the year, andits dry, bracing atmosphere, so 
fally charged with ozono, is one that appears 


! gpecially adapted fur the home of the con- 


sumptive patient or the treatment of his 
disease. ‘Suitable sites, with a southern aspect, 
and sheltered from the north by high hills, are 
plentitul, and there seems no reason why a 
sanatorium for the treatment of consumption 
should not be successfully established here. In 
the opivion of one medical authority, who has 
lived here, such a sanatorium would ensure a 
better prospect of care than in any place in 
the United Kingdom.” 


NO SERIOUS CRIME. 


The Commissioner remarks that one of the 
most remarkable features of the government 
of Wei-hai-Wei is the entire absence—setting 
aside Liukangtao and Port Edward—of a 
police force. So far from this resulting in 
anarchy or lawlessness, it appears to have the 
opposite tendency, for the territory is excep- 
tionally free from crime of a serious natare, 
An obvious comment might be that the crime 
exists, bat owing to the absence of the proper 
machinery is not discovered; but this is an 
erroneous criticism, for the victims of crime 
rarely fail to bring their complaints to the 
magistrate, and of the cases that remain, few 
escape the vigilance of the detective inspector. 

Among several reasons which might be given 
for this satisfactory state of matters, perhaps 
the most important are the modified patriarchal 
system under which the vast majority of the 
people still live and die, and the entire absence 
of the ferocious clan feuds which are so ugly a 
characteristic of the southern provinces. The 
country is too poor to tempt immigrants, and 
lands seldom change hands except among rela- 
tives. Farms are often mortgaged, bat nearly 
always subsequently redeemed. 


VILLAGES AND ANCESTORS. 


The villages are generally named after fami- 
lies that have lived in them for many cen- 
turies. Sun Chia T’an is the village of the 
Sun family ; Ch’i Chia 'I’an is the village of 
the Ch’i family ; and so on with most of the 
villages in the territory. Title-deeds and tomb- 
stones all reveal the same tale ; the landown- 
ers are everywhere the direct or collateral 
descendanta of the people who tilled the same 
fields in the days of the Sung or the Ming 
dynasty. 

Accurious result of this is the manner in 
which individuals identify themselves with 
their own ancestors. “I bought this land, and 
now the Lin family are trying to steal it from 
me,” complains a petitioner. “When did yon 
buy it?” remarks the magistrate. “In the 
fourth year of Yung-Cheng,” says the peti- 
tioner, and sure enough his title-deed bears 
the date of 1727. Nearly every man has his 
few acres of arable land and his share in the 
common pasture land; every one is Tespon- 
sible to someone else for his correct behaviour, 
and all owe some obedience to the elders of 
his house or the village headman or ts’un 
tang. 

“WRONG IN THE HBAD.” 

As compared with the inhabitants of Fob- 
kien or Kuangtung provinces, the peasants of 
Shantung are deplorably ignorant and illiter- 
ate. Even the headmen are generally unable 
to read, or have forgotton the few “char- 
acters” they ever learned, and the village 
schoolmasters are rarely able to write good 
classical Chinese. The want of education is 
accompanied too frequently by an amiable lack 
of intelligence: amiable, because so smilingly 
acknowledged. “My husband is wrong in the 
head,” remarks a female plaintiff who wants 
to win the magisterial sympathy, “and really 
I am not much better myself.” 

Asis so frequently the case in eastern coun- 
tries, the children gre often far brighter and 
more intelligent than | their parents; and 
young boys are frequently brought into court 
to help their elders to explain themselves, 


THE ORKNEYS AS A ROYAL DOT. 


The sale by auction of three of the Orkney 
Islands recalls the fact that the Orkneys and 
Shetlands remained under the Norwegian do- 
minion from the time of Harold Harfager till 
1468, when they were transferred to Scot- 
land by a marriage treaty. By the marriage 
contract between King James III. and Mar- 
garet, daughter of Christian I., King of Nor- 
way, Denmark, and Sweden, it was agreed 
that these islands should remain in the pos- 
session of King James and his successors as 
the Princess Margaret's dower until either 
King Christian or hig successors should pay 
to Kiog James or his \successors the som 
of 50,000 florins of the Rhine. In the year 
following, however, on hearing of his daugh- 
ter’s delivery of a princé at Edinburgh, Chris- 
tian, “for joy thereof renounced for ever to 
the Crown of Scotland all right or claim to 
the said islands,”

FURTHER DETAILS. 


An officia! rote issued to the Constantinople 
papers on the subject of the attempt made on 
the Sultan’s life states that the explosion took 
place at a distance of about 100 yards from 
the Haméieh Mosque, at a point where the 
carriages of the worshippers stand, and behind 
the position occupied by a regiment of ca- 
valry. The Sultan, who, at the moment of 
the explosion, was jast coming from the 
ceremony of the Selamlik, was not in the least 
perturbed, and, with admirable sangfroid, 
entered his carriage, acknowledging the con- 
gratulatio:s of the troops and personages 
present, and retarned to the Palace. 

The note adds that the author of the out- 
rage is being searched for, and various mea- 
sures have been taken to ensure his capture. 

Up to the present not the slightest clue has 
been obtained either as tothe author or the 
origin of the crime. The authorities are inves- 
tigating all sorta of conjectures and theories, 
as, for example, that the criminal was a 
foreign Anarchist, or, a8 others think, that 
the attempt was the work ofa Macedonian, 
Bulgarian, or 8 revolutionary Armenian, or 
according to another hypothesis, that it should 
be attributed toa discontented Arab fanatic, 
or to the Yonng ‘T'arkish party, 

Among those injured by the bomb explosion 
is a mav, apparently a foreigner, who is un- 
identifiable in Constantinople. The killed 
include Beha Bey, tutor to the Sultan’s sons, 
aud several soldiers, a police agent, and an 
aide-de-camp, whose blood-stained uniform was 
noticed in the corner of the Mosque where 
Bebs Bey was found. The latter's head had 
been pierced by a splinter of the bomb. In 
all, twenty-four persons were killed and fifty- 
seven wounded. The bulk of the victims 
were coachmen. ‘'wenty-seven hackney coaches 
were blown to pieces, and fifty-five horses 
were killed. 

Eye-witnesses state that the scene immedi- 
ately after the explosion was heartrending. 
Men and horses lay dying aroand the large 
hole, about two yards wide, made in tho earth 
by the bomb, and pieces of human flesh were 
found lying a long way off, where they had 
been thrown by the explosion. 

It will probably never be possible to ascer- 
tain ex.ctly the details of the outrage, as every- 
body iu tho immediate vicinity was killed. It 
is thought, however, that a person was in the 
act of lusting the bomb as the Sultan emerged 
fromm tio mosque, when a bystander tried to 
prevent him, and the bomb fell, exploding in 
the fall; or that the bomb exploded prema- 
tarely, having been dropped by accident. 

It is stated that the authorities some days 
ago received a warning that an outrage of some 
sort was being plotted, but no attention was 
paid to the warning, the natare of which did 
not seem to imply verisimilitade. Extraordi- 
nary precautions are being taken by the police, 
and the Customs officials are carefully search- 
ing the luggage of all travellers leaving the 
country, and no carriages are allowed to enter 
the Court of the Sublime Porte. 


THE BLACK ART.

Oscar Bonne and Elizabeth Sibbel, calling 
themselves astrologers and “experts in the 
black arts,” have been sentenced at Duisborg 
to three years’ imprisonment for fraud. 

The woman Sibbel, who pretended to be in 
league with Satan, rented rooms which were 
fantastically upholstered in black and silver, 
stuffed cats, tortoises, and snakes being scat- 
tered about everywhere. 

Consulting clients were received by her in 
solemn silence, Sibbel being dressed in long 
robes of black and red, with an aureole of 
silver stars decorating her head. 

On the payment of fees varing from five 
shillings to fifty pounds she would burn in- 
cense at the feet of a colossal statae of 
Buddha, which she gaye out to bean Eastern 
representative of her patron the Arch-Fiend, 

After pronouncing a sort of incantation, the 
client heard sounds of singing proceeding from 
behind the heavy draperies which separated 
the room from the rest of the apartments. 

The singing was supposed to be that of 
Satan’s choir of demons, who in this way were 
replying to Sibbel’s questions as to the fature 
destiny of her client. 

In reality it was her confederate Bonne, who, 

possessing a melodious tenor voice, was sing- 
ing Hungarian love songs in the adjoining 
room. 
Before leaving Sibbel’s consulting-rooms, her 
clients were anointed with what purported to 
be mystic unguents, rendering them immane 
against disease and ill-luck. ; 

For this ointment Sibbel charged trom one 
shilling to £6 each time, the fees varying 
according to the station of her client. 

The preparation, on examination, proved to 
be a compound of beeswax, vinegar, and rancid 
lard, and gave off a fetid odour. 

She has made, it is estimated, nearly £700 
feom this traffic alone in yarious parts of 
Garmany daring the last four months,

SIR HARRY JOHNSTON’S 
DISCOVERY. 


“What language do: the pigmies speak ?” is 
&question often asked in regard to the little 
people from the African foresta. 

® question is now, I believe, satisfactorily 
settled (writes a “Daily News” representative), 
and the answer is that they have no real lan- 
guage of their own at all, but speak a dialect 
known locally as “momvn,” which they borrow 
peak the neighbouring tribes in the Ituri 


This, at all events, is the conclusion arrived 
at by Sir Harry Johnston and the committee 
of which he is chairman. The committee in 
question was appointed with the express pur- 
pose of considering the pigmies from philo- 
logical and other standpoints by the Anthropo- 
logical Institate of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and, in addition to Sir Harry Johnston, its 
members included such authorities as Professor 
Thomson, Dr. Keith, Dr. Rivers, Dr. Murray 
Lealie, Professor Gowland (President of the 
Instittite), Mr. J. Gray (treasurer), and Mr. 
T. A. Joyce (secretary). In their interesting 
investigation the committee have had the 
assistance of Col. Harrison, who has charge of 
the little people, and is responsible for their 
retarn to their forest homes. The report of 
their investigation, when it is made public, 
should prove interesting, as it will cover not 
only the question of language, but other 
matters relating to the physique, food, and 
habits of the pigmies, 

The language question has been Sir Harry 
Johnston’s chief care, and in pursuit of his 
inquiry he has paid many visita to the 
pigmies at their lodgings in the vi ‘nity of 
Tottenham Court-read.
